INSTALLATIONS. j 


At Eureka, on October 29th, 1911, Rev. Paul Mennenoeh was 
installed pastor of Christ Evangelical Church. The charge to the 
pastor was delivered by the Rev. Holmes Dysinger, D. D., and the 
charge to the congregation by the President of Synod, who also 
performed the installation ceremony, assisted by Dr. Holmes Dy- 
singer. 

At Atchison, on March 3rd, 1912, Rev. Howard C. Garvic was 
installed pastor of St. Mark’s Church. Your president appointed 
Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., to have charge of the installation service 
and to deliver the charge to the pastor, and Rev. Holmes Dysinger, 
D. D., to assist and give the charge to the congregation. 

On Merch 24th, 1912, the Rev. Geo. S. Murphy was installed pas- 
tor of the First Church, St. Joseph, Mo., Rev. Holmes Dysinger, 
D. D., delivering the charge to the congregation and the President 
of Synod the charge to the pastor. 

Rev. M. F. Troxell, D. D., was installed pastor of the First 
Church of Topcka on April 2ist, Rev. A. M. Reitzel delivering 
the charge to the pastor and the President of Synod the charge to 
the congregation. 

On April 27th, 1912, the Rev. A. B. Shrader was installed pastor 
of Trinity Church, Kansas City, Kan. The charge to the pastor 
was delivered by Rev. B. F. Pugh and the charge to the people by 


Rev. Geo. S. Murphy. The President of Synod installed the pastor.

Rev. Harvey S. Lawrence was installed pastor of St. Paul's 
Church, Peabody, on September ist, 1912. At the request of the 
council and pastor, the President of Synod not being able to be 
present, appointed Revs. Geo. S. Murphy and G. G. Clark to 
deliver the usual charges to pastor and congregation. Owing to 
an automobile mishap, Rev. Clark was unable to reach Peabody 
in time to deliver the charge to the congregation. Both charges 
were, therefore, given by Rev. Murphy, who also conducted the 
installation, assisted by Rev. Clark. 

Two other congregations have called pastors during the year 
and are now making arrangements to be installed soon after the 
meeting of Synod, viz., Scherer Memorial, Chapman, and St. John’s, 
Wellington. I wish to call attention to the fact that every pastor 
who has regularly taken charge of a congregation during the past 
two years has, according to the custom of our Lutheran . 
been installed. or has arranged for such services. 


DEDICATION, 

On June 30th, 1912, a beautiful, new church was dedicated in 
Oklahoma City, the program being arranged by the pastor, Rev. 
Newton H. Royer, D. D. The dedicatory sermon was delivered 
by Rev. Ezra E. Stauffer, D. D., President of Synod. Rev. H. L. 
. Yarger, D. D., and Rev. S. A. Sagerhammar, pastor of the Swedish 
Lutheran Church of the city, assisted in the services; the former 
preaching the sermon in the evening and also had charge of raising 
$1,500 to cover the entire floating indebtedness. 

The new church is a very handsome one, of Gothic architecture, 
and is built of pure white pressed brick, the interior conforming 
to the exterior in the use of the pure Gothic type. The main audi- 
torium has a seating capacity of over four hundred, with room 
for seventy-five in the gallery. There is an auditorium in the base- 
ment, arranged and well equipped for Sunday school purposes. 


There is a complete kitchen equipment with dining room service. 
Likewise a large, airy study and a sweet-toned Moller pipe organ. 


All the appointments and arrangements are Lutheran in every re- 
spect. The large pulpit and altar, the lecturn, gold cross, baptismal 
font, collection plates, bell and pastor's robe were gifts made by 
organizations and friends of the church. The entire cost of the 
church completed is something over $50,000.00, including the lot. 
The indebtedness is $9,000.00, the interest of which is paid from 
rentals of other property owned by the congregation. Dr. Royer, 
his people, and the Kansas Synod are to be congratulated on the 
possession of this beautiful church building. 
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During the year I visited pastors or congregations at the follow- 
ing places: Abilene, Atchison, Emporia, Eureka, Greenleaf, Hutch- 
inson, Kansas City, Kan, Moray, Oklahoma City, St. Joseph, 
Salina, Topeka, Whitewater, Wichita, and Wellington. 


APPOINT MENTS. 


In accordance with the direction of Synod to continue the plan 
of having a devotional study before the morning sessions, I ap- 
pointed the Rev. Geo. S. Murphy, who gave such excellent satisfac- 
tion with his exegetical work last year, to have charge of these 
devotional periods again this year. * 

Following the direction of our constitution, I appointed Rev. Geo. 
Beiswanger, of Children’s Memorial, and Christine Acree, of Trinity 
Church Kansas City, Kan., a committee to audit the treasurer's 
books. 


DEBTS PAID AND OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 


Peabody—An eight-room, modern parsonage erected, furnace 
heated, bath, electric lights, sleeping porch, etc. Approximate cost, 
$4,000. 

Children’s Memorial—Six dozen chairs purchased, charts, tables, 
desks, etc., also a piano. Cost, $350. 

Bunker Hill—Church carpeted at a cost of $35. 

Atchison—Have been raising funds and will pay off $1,000 in- 
debtedness on December Ist. 

Sedalia—Paid for electric lights, street paving and back salary, 
$587. 

Hutchinson—Expended on various improvements $50. 

Beloit—Church repaired and painted at a cost of $—. 

Abilene—Paid on church indebtedness, $650. 

Emporia—Paid for paving and electric lights, $200. 

Lawrence—Paid on parsonage and furnace, $400. For frescoing 
and re-papering $200. On insurances and taxes, $90. Total, $690. 

Eureka—The church will be enlarged, interior painted and papered. 
The outside will also be painted. This will give the congregation 
a beautiful and complete church home. The work will be done this 
fall and will cost $1,800. Already there has been subscribed $1,400. 

Kansas City, First—Building repaired. Cost, $200. 

Wichita—This congregation has purchased and paid for lots on 
which to erect a new church. Plans and specifications have bee 
completed and are being reviewed. Active work wi'l begin this 
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fall. Several thousand dollars have been pledged towards the new 
building. 
Minneapolis—Excavated for and installed a new furnace. Cost, 


$300. 
Ottawa—Equipped kitchen, put in sink, lavatory, and toilet, with 
other improvements. Cost, $185. 


VACANCIES. 


This charge has been vacant during the past year. With 
the failure of crops two succeeding years, and also the removal of 
a number of families it is utterly impossible to get the members 
interested in trying to secure a regular pastor. 

Valley Falls—This charge has prospered during the year under 
the care of Dr. Holmes Dysinger. The congregation is well pleased 
with the present arrangement and unless an arrangement could be 
made which would assure greater satisfaction and success I see no 
cause for disturbing the present order. 

Effingham—No pastor has been secured for this church. There 
seems to be little interest manifest among the members. Arrange- 
ments are being made with Prof. H. F. Martin, Principal of the 
Academy at Midland, to visit this congregation and revive the work. 
He has given his consent to make a visit and see what can be done. 

Whitewater—We have corresponded with more men with a view 
of taking up the work in this charge than any other in the Synod 
but have been unable to find a suitable man for the place. It will 
be absolutely necessary to take vigorous measures to secure a man 
for this place or the members will be scattered beyond recall. 

Norcatur—This charge became vacant just one year ago. I have 
had some correspondence concerning a man for this place, but it 
seems that the congregation did not care to get a man at once, 
this owing to crop failure and other discouragements. Since the 
crops have been gathered they will now undoubtedly be ready to act. 

Moray—This congregation has been served most of the year by 
Prof. J. F. Krueger, of the Western Seminary. This seems to be 
the best arrangement for the present at least. Unfortunately, this 
congregation is engaged in a dispute among its members relative 
to the location for a new church to replace the one destroyed by 
lightning a little over a year ago. Let us hope and pray that every- 
thing will be settled for the best interests of the Kingdom. 

Garnett—Rev. B. F. Pugh has preached fifteen times during the 
year and has served them at communion seasons. The congrega- 
tion is not able to employ a pastor regularly even with the help 
that the Mission Board is willing to give. 
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Perth— This charge became vacant the first of August. The 
congregation is in excellent condition and without doubt will secure 
a pastor before many months have passed. 

Wellington—The Wellington charge became vacant March Ist. 
The congregation has called Rev. J. C. Jacoby, D. D. He has 
accepted will be on the field November Ist. 

denne e charge was supplied during the summer by 
Mr. Ralph W. Weissmiller, a student in the theological seminary. 
The congregation is now corresponding with a view of securing a 
pastor at once. 

Greenleaf—The Greenleaf charge was served a part of the past 
year by a licentiate of this Synod. Without notifying the President 
of -the Synod he discontinued his work and later left the town. 
As yet no steps have been taken to secure a pastor. 

Waterville—This congregation, after being served for twenty 
years by Rev. I. B. Heisey, became vacant October Ist. Steps are 
being taken to secure a pastor as soon as possible. 

While some of these have been named as vacancies, and in the 
true sense of the word are such, yet a number of the congrega- 
tions have been served regularly by someone during the year. 
Without some financial aid from outside sources it will hardly be 
possible for some of these charges to. secure pastors. The salary, 
in most instances, is such that men will not give the places con- 
sideration, since it is impossible for them to live on the low salaries 
in these times of high cost of living. 


STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


“The Kingdom of God cometh not with observation.” Much of 
the work of the Church is of necessity of such a character that it 
is difficult to give a complete estimate of its true state. If the 
Church is what it claims, then many of its assets are spiritual and 
can be comprehended fully by none but God himself. However, 
there are helpful signs by which we may judge, and the conclusions 
at which we arrive may not be far from the facts. 

A careful review of your reports convince me that our churches 
are being served faithfully and well and that the pastors are mak- 
ing good proof of theif ministry. In some cases we are wont to 
believe that a closer observance of true and tried Lutheran customs 
would be conducive to larger spiritual results. 

Your reports show that sixty-five per cent of our congregations 
are growing. All the rest report that they are stationary. 

As a rule the members of our churches are faithful in the use 


of the means of grace, and Christian parents are faithful in pre- 
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senting their children for baptism. In many instances, however, 
there seems to be a lack, on the part of many parents, in co-operat- 
ing as they should with the pastor in the work of catechizing the 
young. There is likewise a failure on the part of parents in 
habituating their children in church attendance by insisting that they 
shall be present at the stated church services. When will our Luth- 
eran fathers and mothers get away from the idea that the Sunday 
school is enough? When they do, it will mean much for our 
churches in many ways. 

Church officials are reported as faithful to their duties, and our 
pastors are, as a rule, paid promptly. This surely is conducive to 
effective work both on the part of congregations and pastors. 

In general I believe that our Lutheran churches have never been 
in better state, materially or spiritually, as at the present time. 
But good as is the state of the Church there is surely room 
for improvement. One of the needs is well expressed in the report 
of one of our pastors who reports “a gradual increase all along 
the line.” He says, “The need of our Church is an awakened laity, 
who will have a larger vision of God's Kingdom, and who will 
spend more time, as well as money, in the extension of that King- 
dom, and the upbuilding of the Church.” May the pastors of this 
Synod be so faithful in preaching a pure gospel and do it with 
such fervor that our members may catch the vision, that pastor 
and people together may bring about that glorious state of the 
Church for which every true child of God so sincerely longs and 


prays. 


RECOM MENDATIONS. 


First, That upon proper investigation of the needs, the Advisory 
Board of Home Missions be empowered to make such appropria- 
tions from the Synodical Home Mission Funds as seems to them 
advisable and as the funds will justify, to assist temporarily, weak 
congregations. 

Second, That when the Examining Committee, for reasons which 
appear to them good and sufficient, shall recommend to the Presi- 
dent of Synod the revocation of licensure of any licentiate of 
this Synod, that the President of Synod be empowered to make 
such recall, and that the members of Synod be publicly notified of 
such action. 

Finally, brethren, the trust which you for the second time placed 
in my hands, I now return, but before doing so I wish to acknowl- 
edge the universal courtesy, kindness, and helpfulness of all my 
brethren. I deeply appreciate your marks of confidence and wish 
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to thank you for the opportunity you have given me for service. 
May the presence and blessing of the blessed Trinity attend us in 
all we say and do here and hereafter.

record of a Colony of Mercy. The aged, the orphaned and 
sick therein have had their lives blessed with daily loving minist 
tions. The Home continues to merit the sympathetic consid 
tion and loyal support of every congregation in the General Synod. 
There are fourteen children in the orphanage at present, twenty- 
six having been cared for during the year, There were twenty- 
four old people in the Aged Department. Five of these died dur: 
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ing the year. Three of the aged folks in the Home have passed 
the four score years. The health of those in this department is 
good at the present writing. 

In December, 1911, the Hospital Department was opened for real 
service, with Dr. J. W. Greenman, Surgeon in Chief, and Dr. H. 
B. Miller, Physician in Chief. According to agreement these physi- 
cians give free professional service to all inmates and employees 
of the Home, to clergymen and their families, and in addition pay 
forty dollars per month toward the salary of the Head Nurse. 
The hospital is more than self-supporting. Since December 1st, 
1911, the cash receipts in this department have been $5,113. In that 
time there have been 131 operations performed, many of them 
major operations, with perfect results in almost every instance. 
Six clergymen and their families have benefited by the free serv- 
ice in the hospital. Such a haven of help is a blessing to our 
brethren in the ministry. 

Miss Mable Ahrends has the honor of being the first graduate 


nurse to be given a diploma by the Tabitha Home Training School. = . 


The Training School has a prescribed course of study now con- 


forming in all respects with accredited schools. The schedule of 
studies is as follows: :

The receipts for the fiscal year, April 1, 1911, to March 31, 1912, 
were $11,155, and the expenditures were $10,889. From the latter 
date to September 1, 1912, the receipts have been $7,861, and the 
expenditures $7,946. 

Our present indebtedness is $32,000, a reduction of $6,500 since 
our last report to Synod. This is a remarkable accomplishment and 
a cause for devout thanksgiving in view of the fact that this reduc- 
tion is in addition to the payment of current expenses. In consid- 
ering these expenses it must not be overlooked that we are con- 
ducting three institutions in one. As an instance of the economical 
administration of the Home, it may be stated that for the past nine 
months the grocery bills have averaged only $177.57 per month. 
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This means that it has cost only nine cents a day to board each 
occupant of the Home. 

In the physical betterment of the Home the year has been notable. 
Electric lights have been installed, the roof has been reshingled, 
the boilers in the power house overhauled, the parsonage put in 
habitable condition, new furniture secured, the plastering repaired, 
a modern electric laundry installed, two horses and two cows pur- 
chased, the campus greatly beautified, new piping system installed 
and the barn painted. All this in addition to the establishment of 
the Hospital and Training School for Nurses, for real seryice. 

The Lord has raised up many friends and helpers for Tabitha 
Home the past year. TheGerman Nebraska Synod deserves special 
mention again for their loyal support and generous aid. In addi- 
tion to their large gifts of money, they have given provisions and 
feed and provided the money for the purchase of two cows. One 
of their number, the Rev. H. Siekmann, of Hastings, Neb., deserves 
our special gratitude because of a gift of $400 to purchase the 
modern electric laundry. This will save the Home much money. 
Grateful mention is made of a $700 note, with several years of 
accrued interest, from Mr. Henry Knollenberger, of South Auburn, 
Neb. 

The immediate need of the Home is fire escape 8 It 
will cost $600, but the mere announcement that the building is with- 
out fire escapes should prompt some one financially able to supply 
this need. 

On account of the great expense, automobile service to the Home 
has been discontinued. It will be necessary to purchase a bus to 
carry visitors and patients to and from the street cars. This vehicle 


which is absolutely necessary to the success of the hospital depart- 


ment, will cost $200. 

After three years of faithful service the Rev. M. Koolen resigned 
as Superintendent of the Home, and the Rev. E. Walter, of the 
German Nebraska Synod and Financial Secretary of the Home, 
was appointed Acting Superintendent in his stead. The Rev. Mr. 
Koolen became Superintendent of Tabitha when the outlook was 
most unpromising. He spared not himself, however, and by dint 


of his tremendous energy, his splendid talents, his sublime faith 


in God, and his good works, he brought order out of chaos and 
saved the Home to the Church. 

In Acting Superintendent Walter we feel that the Home has 
secured a real “house father.” His kind and unassuming manner, 
his solicitous regard for the sick, the aged and the children, coupled 
with his growing enthusiasm for the success of the Home, will 
bring large returns of good will and financial assistance. 
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The list of employees at present includes the Superintendent, the 
two Deaconesses, Sisters Christina and Ida, nine nurses, one cook, 
two dining room girls, one laundry woman and assistant, three men 
and two collectors. 

The burden of responsibility for the Home's administration falls 
principally upon the Executive Committee, composed of Mr. J. H. 
Humpe, President; Rev. Fuller Bergstresser, Secretary; and Rev. 
J. F. Krueger, Ph. D., Treasurer. Love for their church and a 
heart’s desire to see the Home permanently established, hold these 
meh to their arduous labor. Their service is given gratuitously, 
without complaint. 

Patience, prayer and liberality are ushering in the day of a larger 
and more influential Tabitha Home. Lack of funds has hampered 
the work. The big indebtedness is a big incubus. Just now, when 
the outlook is so bright in other respects, Tabitha needs a few 
friends of large means who will give liberally that pressing claims 
may be paid. We ask from the churches of the Kansas Synod 
more than the small apportionment. We appeal for your interest 
and your assistance in every way that it may possibly be given. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of Synod be instructed to write to 
the Secretary of the German Nebraska Synod and to the Secretary 
of the Executive Committee, expressing the appreciation of this 
Synod for their exceptional services to Tabitha Home and to 
the Rev. H. Siekmann and Mr. Henry Knollenberger, advising 
them of our devout gratitude for their generous gifts.

Report of Nachusa Orphan Home Trustees. 


On April 3rd the Nachusa Orphans’ Home was destroyed by fire. 
Fortunately the children escaped without injury. Kind friends ar- 
ranged for their care temporarily. Later they were placed in houses 
in Nachusa. 

As soon as the Board could get together, it arranged to rebuild. 
The plans call for a $13,500 building, to be fire-proof and sufficiently 
large to be ample for some years to come. Of this amount $5,900 
is secured from insurance on the old building: $8,000 is asked of 
the Church. The Board has thought it wise to arrange for the 
sale of 320 shares at $25.00 each, and earnestly request that indi- 
viduals and churches on the territory subscribe for these shares. 

Many have already responded heartily, but more money is needed. 

Friends have been generous in giving money and gifts during 
the year, the crops on the farm have been good, and fruit has been 
plentiful. The children are well and happy. 

We commend the Nachusa Orphans’ Home as most worthy of the 
prayerful consideration of all our pastors and churches. And may 
something be done worthy of our Christian home and faith toward

SILVER JUBILEE FUND. 


An effort was made in connection with the anniversary exercises 
to raise $5,000, to cover the indebtedness on the Seminary building 
and the President's Home. Only a part of the fund was raised 
at the time. The Field Secretary is continuing the work of solicit- 
ing the balance of the funds, which we hope to complete by the 
time of the next Board meeting. Just recently Mr. Larson, of 
Oakland, Neb., gave $1,000 for a scholarship. 


WESTERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The Seminary has sixteen students enrolled at present, and the 
prospects are that there will be more in a short time. Every fur- 
nished room in the building is filled and additional room will be 
needed if the enrollment continues to increase. 

The installation of Rev. J. F. Krueger, as Professor of Historical 
and Practical Theology, took place in St. Mark’s Church in Sep- 
tember. The charge to the new professor was delivered and the 
ceremony of installation conducted by Rev. Ezra E. Stauffer, D. D., 
President of the Board of Trustees, Rev. Dr. Peery, Rev. Geo. S. 
Murphy and Rev. B. R. Lantz assisted in the services. 

A bequest of $1,000 was received during the year from the estate 
of Mary Mueller, of Pittsfield, III., which is given to Seminary 
endowment. Friends of the Seminary have made liberal donation 
of books to the library tabie. Prof. Krueger has already received 
a number of liberal contributions for refurnishing the Seminary 
chapel with furniture suitable to a Lutheran institution. It is ex- 
pected to complete this before the meeting of the General Synod 
in Atchison. The German-English congregation of Hooper, Nebr., 


has donated $30 toward a new Seminary chapel organ. More is 


needed. Contributions without further solicitation will be accepted. 

The growth of the Seminary in number of students will call for 
an additional professor. The Board took steps at its last meeting 
to secure a third man in the Seminary, and the Executive Com- 
mittee has the matter in charge. 
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We have in Midland a college founded on prayer and faith. It 
is a safe place for the young people of our families who desire to 
send their children to college. 

A splendid Christian faculty is in charge, a Christian atmosphere 
pervades all departments. Midland was established primarily for 
our own young people. Midland has ood as the bet to give. We 
ask for a hearty loyalty to her inte: for her interests are the 
interests of our Lutheran Church and the Kingdom of God.

Kansas City, Kans.—Notwithstanding the fact that because of 
an operation the pastor was incapacitated for some weeks at a 
very important time in the work of the year, the report for the year 
9 a | shows commendable progress. The apportionment has been raised 
* | in full with an excess of over ten per cent. The future for this 
‘Bi by mission is brighter than in years. This mission asks for $450. 
aa Kansas City Memorial—This is another mission that has made a 
ie most excellent record during the year. The President's report 
| shows that they have made a number of improvements, paid ap- 
1 portionment in full, and request less aid for this coming year. The 
amount asked for is $200. 
Minneapolis—While this congregation has not made much of a 
numerical growth yet it is in much the best shape it has been for 
years and the outlook is hopeful. A new furnace has been added, 
and the apportionment has been paid in full with a small excess. 
They ask for the same aid as last year, $300 from the Board of 
Home Missions and $100 from our Synodical Mission Fund. 1 
5 Oklahoma City—By reference to the president's report it will be 
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seen that this mission has brought to a successful conclusion its 
building enterprise mentioned a year ago.

President’s Report. 


Another year’s work in the Master's Vineyard is ended and we 
hav e gathered in our thirty-second Annual Convention to talk over 
this work, to note the mistakes and failures, in order that we may 


_be the better workmen in the year to come. 


As we come, let us not forget that we have many blessings to 
count, and that the Master of the Vineyard can turn even our 
mistakes and failures, that good may come to His Cause. Let 
us remember as we gather here, a little handful of workers, that 
we represent a goodly company of Christian Missionary women 
in Kansas, who are with us in spirit, and are only absent in body, 
because of distance to travel, and that in the cause we represent, 
aot are 7 of Christian men and women, earnestly praying 

giving of their means, so that every living creature may hear 
the story of the Cross. 
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What nervous wear and worry would cease, if the business man, 
as he enters an enterprise, could know from the start that it would 
succeed. 

What comfort to the explorer, as he starts on an expedition, 
if he knew as he sets. out, that he would be successful in the 
undertaking; or the scientist, if as he mixes the chemicals or ad- 
justs the volts of electricity, could know that all would develop 
as his mind had planned. | 

Shakespeare says, All's well that ends well,” and we say and 
know that the cause in which we are engaged will end well. 

Away back in history, many centuries before the country in 
which we live was even known to the world, Isaiah wrote, “For 
the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters 
cover the sea.” 

Perhaps you have gone to the sea-shore and walked along 
the great sandy beach, going just as near the water's edge as pos- 
sible—drawn there by a fascination you cannot resist. 

There are the children playing with bucket and spade, while 
hundreds of people are taking a sun bath and promenade, watch- 
ing the great waves break into white foam at a safe distance out. 

You think of the words of Isaiah, and you may well ask, to what 


does this great sandy stretch belong. 
The grass is green to a certain line and then only sand, sand to 


the water’s edge. 

If this beach, stretching as far as the eye can reach, belongs 
to the land, why is it not covered with vegetation—and if to the 
sea, what about the prophecy of that man of God. 

Let us visit this wonderful spot a few hours later and we will 
find the waves running higher, the white caps throwing the spray 
much farther inland. There are no children playing there now, 
and pleasure seekers, young and old, have come well up on the 
shore. The waves swell and break, and swell and break, as they 
come up higher and farther over the sandy thoroughfare, they even 
seem anxious to come, and as we look the water has covered all the 
sea. “The earth shall be filled with the knowledge of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea.” 

Then India, China and Siberia must have the gospel sent to them, 
and Africa—not only the little fringe around the coast where 
Christian missions are well established, but inland posts and all of 
Africa and Northern Canada and Alaska and South America and 
every Island of the sea. 

The knowledge of the Lord must cover the earth. Is the task 
too great? Let us remember there are many workers, and as each 


drop of water in the sea covers only what one drop can cover, 
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so each doing her part, though seemingly little, with the blessing 
of our Lord, will become great. 

I therefore recommend that we, who have enjoyed the blessing 
of giving, make an extra effort during the coming year, not only in 
Thank offering and Christmas offering, but in every plan put for- 
ward by our Executive Committee, that they may meet their every 
obligation. Withholding doth not impoverish God, yet every Chris- 
tian has the power to give that which is well pleasing unto Him, 
the prayer and energy of the heart and life. 

“More things are wrought by prayer than this world dreams of.” 

Therefore I recommend that we continue our evening hour of 
prayer. 

Christian workers are making plans by which the people of our 
land may learn, largely through the eye, the condition of the 
heathen world. We are having now, “The World in Baltimore,” 
and one day our Lutheran people will have charge. 

They will wear the costumes of foreign lands and represent many 
of their manners and customs. Already there are plans on foot 
to hold, next May, “The World in Chicago,” when the same 
plan will be followed. 

Let us join with these workers, in the prayer, that through all this 
outward display, many may see the real need of heathen lands and 
say, “Here am I, send me.” 

The year has had its bright spots and shadows. How our hearts 
were bowed in grief as the word that our missionary, Neibel, had 
fallen, just when he was doing splendid work, and in sympathy 
for her who stood so nobly by him and now must work alone.
